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FORTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1931 

The great Chevalier Jackson was here to speak at Stambaugh Auditorium. 
He invented the bronchoscope, designed the instruments, perfected the tech¬ 
nique and taught it to his disciples. He served as Professor of Laryngology at 
the University of Pittsburgh, Jefferson Medical College, University of Penn¬ 
sylvania and Temple, staying at each school long enough to train young laryn¬ 
gologists, then moving on. His mission in life was to save children who would 
die from swallowing lye or inhaling foreign bodies. His visit here was a proud 
moment for the M.C.M.S. 

Dr. James Birch became a member. Karl Allison was recuperating from 
pneumonia. Sam Tamarkin was back to work after severe illness and Harry 
Patrick was convalescing from undulant fever. 

Secretary Harvey said the Society was big enough to have a full time 
Executive Secretary. 

S. Q. Laypius observed that we were one month nearer the return of 
prosperity than we were thirty days ago. 

Times were bad but there was hope. 

THIRTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1941 

The Medical Society had 224 active members, 9 non-resident, 6 honor¬ 
ary, 6 associate and 4 interne. Total 249. Twelve were away on active duty 
with the armed forces. Dues were twenty dollars. 

1941 was a busy year. There was a banquet in January, Post-Graduate 
Day in April, a golf tournament in July, an old-fashioned picnic in August, a 
fall lecture course in October in addition to the monthly meetings. The young 
Medical-Dental Bureau collected over $10,000.00 for the doctors that month. 

Most members were home for the holidays. Ralph Morrall, Sam Weaver, 
Paul Fuzy, Paul Kaufman, Pat Kennedy, Walter Turner, George McKelvey 
and Francis McNamara were back from the College of Surgeons meeting in 
Boston. Charles Hauser was recuperating from an operation and Kocialek was 
on the sick list. 

On the Bulletin cover it said "All glory be to God and to the Earth be 
Peace.” On December seventh the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor and we 
were in the war up to the hilt. There has been little peace since. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1951 

President Wenaas stressed the public relations importance of the per¬ 
formance of each member in his daily contact with his patients. Truer words 
were never written. If one picture is worth a thousand words, one good deed 
is worth more than a full page in the Vindicator. That is, so far as our public 
relations is concerned. 

President-Elect Gustafson sent out a questionnaire to every member ask¬ 
ing for suggestions to improve the attendance at meetings and to achieve the 
participation of more of the members in Society activities. His answers were 
most interesting. Many complained about the way the Society was run by a 
small group. Some said they had served year after year on committees without

ever a meeting being called. Several complained about the meeting place (the 
Elks Club). A few complained about the smoking at meetings and others 
wanted more dinners. One suggested that in addiiton to the Bulletin, a notice 
should be mailed a week ahead and everyone should be called on the phone 
the afternoon before the meeting. Some people would like to be spoon-fed 
The title of Gustafson’s article was “What’s Good for the Goose, Is a Gand¬ 
er.” Why Gus, how could you? 

There were 55 polio cases that fall and one death. Fluoridation of our 
drinking water was instituted on recommendation of our Public Health Com¬ 
mittee (Walter Tims) and the Corydon Palmer Dental Society. 

The Society had 250 active members, 9 junior active, 5 associate, 12 in¬ 
terne, 12 non-resident and 13 honorary. Total 289. 

During that year the Society acquired some new members of distinction 
and their pictures appeared in the December issue. They were: Frederick A 
Resch, DeForest W. Metcalf, Frank Gelbman, Robert S. Donley, Elmore R 
McNeal, Benjamin S. Brown, Dean E. Stillson, Merrill D. Evans, Edward M 
Thomas, Earl E. Brant, Hugh B. Munson, Francis J. Gambrel, Robert G 
Thomas, William T. Breesman, Harold H. Teitelbaum, Irving H. Chevlin 
Edward A. Shorten, George W. Cook, David Edward Beynon, Frederick L.’ 
Schellhase and David Robert Brody. 

Dues were $75.00 which included the OSMA and the AM A. As usual 
there were a few delinquent members. 

TEN YEARS AGO — DECEMBER 1961 

Diabetes week turned up 48 new cases. 2989 people were tested. 

The health department reported 2 new cases of syphilis and 19 of gon¬ 
orrhea. There was 1 case of measles, no diphtheria, no scarlet fever, no typhoid 
and no smallpox. 

New members were Michael Kachmer, Gust Boulis, Philip Bernard Giber, 
Robert Hamlisch, Maurice Oudiz, Walter Joseph Weickenand and Skevos 
Michael Zervos.

DECEMBER 
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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
Nov. 9, 1971 

The regular meeting of the Council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held on Tuesday, Nov. 9, 1971, at the Ohio Hotel, Youngstown. 

The following physicians were present: Henry Holden, president-elect, 
nresiding, S. G. Adornato, J. J. Anderson, Louis Bloomberg, B. P. Brucoli, 
L p Caccamo, A. B. Cinelli, D. J. Dallis, S. F. Gaylord, R. L. Jenkins, K. 
M Lloyd, J. C. Melnick, R. D. Murray, J. V. Newsome, C. E. Pichette, and 
M C Raupple. Also present were: Dr. John W. Brown, Dr. Curtis Fisher and 
Dr. Fred Coombs. Absent were: Drs. F. A. Pesa, R. A. Abdu, Jack Schreiber, 
H. L. Shorr, John Stotler and L. J. Zehr. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. The motion was made, 
seconded and duly passed that the secretary dispense with the reading of the 
minutes. Bills were read. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed 
that each bill be paid. The any-doctor call report of the Medical Dental Bureau 
was passed around for all council members to see. 

The executive secretary inquired about attending an orientation meeting 
of the Medical Advances Institute to be held in Columbus. The motion was 
made, seconded and duly passed that he not attend the meeting. 

Dr. John Brown, physician with the Lordstown Plant, and Dr. Curtis 
Fisher discussed problems of industry concerning sick leave. After hearing 
discussion, council agreed to pass along information to the rest of our mem¬ 
bers. 

Dr. Coombs discussed the Northeastern Ohio Regional Medical Program 
and their current project for setting up an Area Health Education Center. He 
asked that professional people become active in this and wants physician 
trustees. Council will discuss it at a later meeting. 

Dr. Holden announced 1972 appointments: Dr. John Melnick to be Bulle¬ 
tin Editor, Dr. C. Connor White to be Public Relations Director and Dr. 
Charles McGowen to be program chairman. The motion was made, seconded 
and duly passed that these appointments be approved. 

Dr. Holden reported for Dr. Chiasson on the success of the Medical 
Assistants Dinner. 

Dr. Lloyd, reporting for the Budget Committee, announced a working 
budget of $29,000 for 1972, and that the current assessment of $20 would be 
discontinued. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that the budget 
be approved. _ . 

Dr. Jenkins reported for the nominating committee and indicated which 
offices would be up for election at the Nov. 16th meeting.
